To the Young Folks.

Onoe upon a time there was a 
man's wife died, and for certain 
good reasons the funeral was not 
preached on the day of the 
burial — but some time after. The 
family atarted one pleasant Sab- 
bath spring morning to the 
church house to the funeral of 
the deceased wife and mother, 
but coming to the river just 
opposite the church they found 
the river too high to ford, so it 
was concluded that the team 
should be left in<the care of the 
son and brother of some twelve 
summers while the remainder of 
the family should cross in a boat 
and attend the funeral. The boy 
was left with the particular in- 
junction that he should by no 
means, nor under any circum- 
stances try to cross the river. 

In due time meeting was com- 
menced and the minister was 
preaching, when a messenger 
came hurriedly into the house 
and whispered in the ear of the 
bereaved husband, that his son 
was drowned. My recollection 
is that, that funeral sermon was 
never finished. 

The boy, contrary to hie fath- 
er's command bad gotten into 
the boat with three men and a 
little girl, intending to crossover 
to his mother's funeral, but for 
some unaccountable reason the 
boat was overturned, and the 
moat singular part of all is, that 
all were rescued — not excepting 
the little girl but the boy who 
had disobeyed his father. Much 
more recent than the above cir- 
cumstance, there happened a 
case like this : 

Out west here where boys are 
venturesome and reckless, there 
lived a boy with hie parents on a 
western tarm, where there were 
plenty of horses and ponies, and 
like moat boye he loved to ride 
and was often required to take 
care ot the horsee even in more 
ways than one. He however had 
one habit that hia father had to 
contend with — when leading a 
horse he would tie the lead atrap 
around hia wrist. Tbis his lather 
had often protested against, but 
seemingly to little purpose. So 
one fine morning not long since, 
the father had occasion to send a 
span of horses to tha blacksmith 
shop so he started the boy off 
with them, with the particular 
charge that he should not tie the 
lead strap around his wrist With 
a promise that be would not the 
hoy started on bis mission, but 
according to his habit, and con- 
trary to his father's charge and 


his own promise be again tied 
the strap Of the horse he waa 
leading around hie wrist, and he 
did not proceed tar until the 
horse soared at some object, and 
shying off he pulled the boy 
from the other horse, and this 
scared him still worse, and the 
result was that the horse ran 
back home, with a lifeless corpse, 
mangled out of recognition, drag- 
ging at the end .ot the halter 
strap. The parents would not 
have known that it was their eon 
had they not have been too well 
acquainted with the ci ream- 
stances. Thus we see another 
case of premature death, and 
broken-hearted parents, all be- 
cause of disobedience to parents. 

And etitl later and sadder, if it 
ia possible to be, is another case 
that happened here at this city, 
early in June of the present year. 

There lived a family near the 
river, consisting of father, moth- 
er and two girls, aged 19 and 21 
years, and in the family were 
two boarders, young men. The 
four young folks one pleasant 
June evening started out to 
spend, as they expected the 
evening in some pleasant way. 
As they left the house the moth 
or calling after them said "girls 
now don't go ou the river." One 
of them laughingly replied that 
tbey would not. But through 
the influence of the young men, 
the first thing they did, they pro- 
curing a boat all went on the 
river. 

The remainder of the story is 
simply this. The evening was 
fine, the sailing pleasant, the 
river high. The boat drifted 
rapidly, and not until it was too 
late did tbey see any danger. 
They were drawn into a whirl 
caused by the re-action of the 
water at a pier of the R, R. 
bridge — the boat was overturn- 
ed, the ladies sank to rise no 
more. 

Conclnsion. The parents 
broken-hearted, one body found 
weekB afterwards. The other 
the old Missouri refuses t ] dis- 
gorge. 

"Children obey your parents 
that you may live long on the 
earth which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee." I have stated in- 
stances in which disobeying par- 
ents has brought ou premature 
death, and could state more, but 
in every instance thut I have 
stated, it the parental advice ' 
would have been heeded, the 
parties might be living today. 
Thus children can see the 
necessity of obeying their 
parents in order to enjoy the 
promised oi God.
